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Utopia Film Festival 2008 Offers 
Utopian Visions and Diversity 


When FDR’s New Deal plan- 
ners designed Greenbelt, they un- 
derstood the power of cinema to 
entertain, enlighten and encourage 
— so they put a movie theater in 
its town center. 

That historic theater — now 
the P&G Old Greenbelt Theatre 
— will be part of the fourth an- 
nual Utopia Film Festival the 
weekend of October 24 through 
26. Other venues include the 
Greenbelt Community Center, 
Greenbelt Municipal Building and 
Beltway Plaza Mall’s Academy 
Stadium Theatres. More than 40 
independent features, documenta- 
ries, animations and experimental 
works will be screened. 

“Film has been a part of 
Greenbelt since it was formed in 
1937,” said actor and filmmaker 
Chris Haley, now in his third 
year as Utopia’s executive direc- 
tor. “The Utopia Film Festival 
carries on that tradition and this 
year’s Utopia offers something 
for everyone, from love stories 
to hard-hitting documentaries and 
programs for kids. Utopia 2008 
runs the gamut of subject matter 
and cinematic styles.” 

One offering is “Canvas,” 
starring Joe Pantoliano of the 
“Sopranos” television show and 
Marcia Gay Harden, who portrays 
a wife and mother challenged 
by mental illness. “Canvas” is

being screened in collaboration 
with the Prince George’s County 
chapter of the National Alliance 
for Mental Illness. After the 
film, Annapolis resident Melissa 
Danielson will answer questions 
and discuss her own struggle 
with bipolar disorder. 

A different kind of challenge is 
the subject of “BLAST!,” which 
documents a perilous scientific 
NASA mission to the Arctic and 
Antarctic to launch a revolution- 
ary telescope. Two other films 
— “Alaska Far Away: The New 
Deal Pioneers of the Matanuska 
Colony” and “At Home in Uto- 
pia” — explore Utopian communi- 
ties formed during the era when 
Greenbelt was born. Participants 
in the making of “BLAST!” and 
“At Home in Utopia” — about 
a utopian housing experiment 
in the Bronx — will attend the 
screenings and answer audience 
questions. 

A grimmer side of Ameri- 
can history is investigated in the 
compelling documentary “Yokes 
and Chains,” which deals with 
the legacy of the transatlantic 
slave trade and focuses on a con- 
troversial Annapolis event several 
years ago that used literal yokes 
and chains to promote racial rec- 
onciliation. 

But along with serious sub- 
jects, music has always been 


part of Utopia. Several films are 
geared to music lovers, including 
“Throw Down Your Heart” — 
about banjo virtuoso Bela Fleck’s 
trip to Africa in search of the 
banjo’s African roots — and “In 
the Panyard,” about steel pan 
music in Trinidad. 
Films on Politics 

Meanwhile, with the Presi- 
dential election looming, sev- 
eral Utopia films involve politics. 
‘“Frontrunner” tells the story of 
a woman who defied tradition 
by running for president of Af- 
ghanistan. “RFK” examines the 
1968 assassination of Robert F. 
Kennedy and a 40-year-battle to 
uncover the facts surrounding it. 
And “American Feud” explores 
the nation’s left-right political 
schism. 

Utopia will also offer the 
fourth annual urban/rural pro- 
gram of experimental films, this 
year featuring works from Israel, 
France and Canada, along with 
a film shot in China. Another 
popular Utopia feature returns 
with a free October 25 screen- 
ing at the Greenbelt Library of 
young peoples’ animation works. 
The 1940s African American 
film “Blood of Jesus” will also 
be shown free of charge October 
25 in the library, followed by a

The primary 
goal is to change 
the culture in ur- 
ban schools, focus- 
ing on the tenets 
that every child can 
achieve academi- 
cally and that “if 
you work hard, you 
get smart,” she states. 

Training 

Part of Reynolds-Lawson’s 
training included reading the 
books written by the nation’s 
top educators. The trainees had 
the opportunity to meet many of 
these educators and engage them 
in dialogues about their theories 
for bringing about positive chang- 
es in the school system.

Council Addresses Issue 
Of Illegal Road Signage

Penalties for posting illegal 
signage on City of Greenbelt 
rights-of-way are to become stiff- 
er as a result of action taken 
by the city council on Monday, 
September 22. With Council- 
member Leta Mach away, council 
voted four to zero to approve an 
ordinance introduced by Mayor 
Judith Davis at council’s meeting 
on September 8 to amend the city 
code to make posting illegal signs 
a municipal infraction. 

In response to concerns from 
Joan Falcao that the original text 
of the ordinance would prohibit 
residents from advertising such 
things as yard sales and commu- 
nity events, the language of the 
ordinance was modified in ways 
that the city attorney believes are 
insubstantive. Permission from 


the city is required for posting 
any signs on its property. 

The ordinance establishes 
the fine for the first violation at 
$100. Fines escalate to $200 for 
the second violation and $400 for 
additional violations. Each sign 
and each day the sign is posted is 
considered a separate violation. 

Discussion at the meeting cen- 
tered around difficulties of en- 
forcement, since phone numbers 
on signs may not actually lead to 
those responsible for posting the 
signs. As far back as June 2007, 
a Greenbelt citizen addressed 
council on at least two occasions 
asking for increased enforcement 
of what he termed “roadside 
spam.”

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Greenbelt East Now Split 
Into Two Voting Precincts 


Registered voters in Greenbelt 
have been receiving in the mail 
voter notification cards providing 
information on a number of topics. 
These include the various districts 
that encompass Greenbelt — the 
legislative district (22); congres- 
sional district (05); school board 
district (01); and councilmanic dis- 
trict (004). Information is shown 
in English and Spanish. 

Also shown in the middle of the 
card is the polling place the voter 
should report to on November 4. 
For voters in the North End, Cen- 
ter and Greenbelt West (Empirian 
Village, the former Springhill Lake 
Apartments), precincts will remain 
the same as in the previous presi- 
dential election. 

For residents of Greenbelt East 
there was a significant change start- 
ing with the February 2008 primary 
when a single precinct was split 
in two. Half of the voters who 
had traditionally voted at Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School will now 
vote at Turning Point Academy 
on Good Luck Road. Voters in 
Greenbelt East should check their 
registration cards closely for their 
polling place. How the precinct 
was divided is detailed below. 

Election Precinct 21-13 was 
split into two precincts with differ- 
ent polling places, thereby creating 
a fifth precinct within the city, 
21-18. The change affects voters 
living in Greenbelt East — all that 
part of the city east of the Balti- 
more-Washington Parkway and the 
Capital Beltway and north of Good 
Luck Road. 


According to data provided by 
the county Board of Elections, Pre- 
cinct 13 contains all of Greenbriar 
Condominiums, Greenwood Vil- 
lage and Glen Oaks to the north of 
Greenbelt Road. To the south of 
Greenbelt Road, the new boundar- 
ies of Precinct 13 include every 
thing north of Ora Glen Drive 
between Hanover Parkway and 
Mandan Road. The centers of the 
streets listed are the dividing line 
between the two precincts. This 
area includes most of the Windsor 
Green development and a piece of 
Greenbrook Village. 

The polling place for Precinct 
13 remains the same, Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School. 

Precinct 18 

Precinct 18 contains the remain- 
ing portion of Greenbelt East not 
included in Precinct 13. The new 
precinct contains all of the area 
south of Greenbelt Road except 
for that part between Hanover 
Parkway and Mandan Road north 
of Ora Glen Drive. It includes 
the developments of Green Spring, 
Greenbrook Estates, Greenbelt Lake 
Village, Hunting Ridge and parts of 
Greenbrook Village and Windsor 
Green. Although not within the 
city limits, the Hanover apartments 
east of Hanover Parkway also are 
within this precinct. 

Turning Point Academy at 
7800 Good Luck Road is the 
polling place for new Precinct 
18. This school les within the 
corporate limits of Greenbelt but 
has a Lanham address.

Jeffrey Thames, 
the Planning and 
Community De- 
velopment Depart- 
ment’s new hire 
who started his 
position as project 
manager in July, 
will oversee com- 
pletion of many 
new projects both 
he and Greenbelt 
have in mind. 

Thames grew up in Harrisburg, 
Pa., and attended Temple Uni- 
versity in Philadelphia, where he 
graduated with a degree in electri- 
cal engineering. He then moved to 
this area, began his career at West- 
inghouse Electric Corporations and 
worked for Verizon for 12 years as 
an engineering specialist and proj- 
ect manager, “basically,” he says, 
“what ’m doing right now.” 

While at Verizon, Thames be- 
came a certified project manager 
and finished a master’s degree in 
business from Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity. He then moved to Green- 
belt because, he says, “Greenbelt 
has a lot of good projects.” 

The Greenbelt Metro Station is 
one of those projects. “A massive 
project of that size and getting in- 
volved with developers and getting 
involved with the city .. . it fits 
into my background,” he says. 

At the Metro station, Thames 
says, they’ve finished the curbs 
and gutters, as well as the asphalt 
for entrances and exits. They have 
also finished the Greenbelt Sta-

tion Project bridge 
which connects 
Greenbelt Road 
to the station and 
helps with construc- 
tion. 

His role in this 
project involves in- 
spection, daily re- 
ports and keeping 
contractors working 
in accordance with 
specifications. 

And while progress on the 
station is going well so far, he ad- 
mits there is no projected date for 
completion. “It really depends on 
when the developers get in there 

start doing the building,” he 
says. “Economic conditions really 
dictate when things start moving 
at this point.” 
Public Projects 

Other projects in his sights are 
renovating the Greenbelt theatre, 
the parking lot at the police sta- 
tion and a major four-phase WSSC 
water main project: “We plan on 
redoing everybody’s water, the 
incoming water into their house 
— everyone in Greenbelt,” he says. 
He hopes to start monitoring that 
project sometime next year. 

Outside of work, Thames likes 
to travel. Mentioning the Carib- 
bean Islands, he says he loves 
beaches and relaxing environ- 
ments. He also loves basketball 
and sports in general. He doesn’t 
have a favorite team, but he likes 
to play “as often as my body will 
allow me to.”

Although all of her peers are 
now serving as principals in 
schools around the county and 
state, Reynolds-Lawson is thrilled 
to be at GES.

are the best things parents can 
give their children, said Mimi 
Noorani, a mother of twins who 
are in the first grade at Greenbelt 
Elementary. 

Physical activity in the morn- 
ing “opens up the senses, and 
gets the brain in a healthy state 
for learning,” she said. 

Noorani said walking to school 
is a sustainable activity: “If you 
didn’t do it today, you can do it 
any day of the year.” 

And as for safety, “in most 
neighborhoods, it’s safer to walk 
than drive,” Noorani said. 

Officer Marty Parker of the 
Greenbelt Police Department agreed 
that walking to school is a safe 
thing to do. “This is a very good, 
safe community, an easy commu- 
nity to walk through,” he said. 

The following are some tips 
from Officer Parker for walking 
to school safely: 

¢ Have kids walk in groups; 

¢ Wear bright clothing; 

¢ Teach kids to stop and look 
at intersections before crossing 
and to listen and keep their eyes 
open; 

¢ Use rolling backpacks to 
ease back strain from heavy back- 
packs; 

¢ Have an adult walk with 
kids if possible; 

¢ Instruct kids that if they see 
something that doesn’t seem right 
to tell someone.

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City Is Working to Solve 
Rat Problem in Center

Recently users of Roosevelt 
Center have noticed the pres- 
ence of rats in the Center. The 
city is working on addressing 
the problem. For years, the City 
of Greenbelt has contracted with 
an exterminator firm to address 
rats and other pests. However, 
sometimes more intensive and, in 
this case, more visible measures 
are necessary. 

As humans we are often 
amused by four-legged furry 
friends and may find ourselves 
humanizing their behavior. Sit 
in the park for an hour or so and 
you can be thoroughly entertained 
by those bushy-tailed pint size 
bundles of energy we call squir- 
rels. We also have our resident 
chipmunks, beaver, muskrats and 
groundhogs — species that we 
have learned to live with and 
tolerate within our urban envi- 
ronment. 

We have also learned to tol- 
erate rather than appreciate less 
desirable creatures in the rodent 
family: rats and mice. They in- 
vade homes and businesses, caus- 
ing considerable destruction and 
financial loss. Rats are the most 
common pest in cities; they are 
not native to the United States 
and have only a few predators. 

While rats can be a significant 
problem within urban environ- 
ments, they are also living crea- 
tures and need to be dealt with 
in a humane manner. An arsenal 
of ways have been developed to 
quell these creatures, but it is 
important to realize the impact of 
these controls on our environment 
and other living things. 

As noted above, the city has a 
current problem with rats around 
Roosevelt Center. Many resi- 


dents have informed the public 
works official about the problem. 
The department recognizes that 
it is imperative to reduce the rat 
population and is implementing 
trapping and other controls. 
Some controls, such as snap 





traps, will not be set outside 
where they are accessible to chil- 
dren or adults, chipmunks or 
squirrels. If this type of trap is 
employed, it will be set in secure 
locations, such as the basement 
of the movie theater, accessible 
only to the rats and pest control 
professionals. 

So that everyone is well in- 
formed, here are some steps be- 
ing taken to mitigate the current 
rodent problem: 

1. Ground cover in the beds 
surrounding the center has been 
trimmed down. 

2. Plants that provide cover 
for rodents have been trimmed 
or removed. 

3. All trash receptacles will 
be covered and secured. 

4. Exterminator visits have 
been stepped up to twice a 
week. 

5. Snap traps may be placed 
in areas that are secure from the 
public. 

6. All businesses are request- 
ed to secure their food products 
and garbage containers so_ they 
are not accessible to rodents. 

The most critical issue with 
rodents is good sanitation and 
removing their food source. Do- 
ing so will also require the coop- 
eration of all who visit Roosevelt 
Center. It is important to refrain 
from feeding other furry friends, 
as this well-intentioned act may 
also provide food for the un- 
wanted guests. People should 
not leave food out for feral cats 
as this food will also attract ro- 
dents. 

With the public’s assistance, 
Public Works is confident that 
these actions will reduce the rat 
population significantly. If there 
are questions call Greenbelt Pub- 
lic Works at 301-474-8004 Mon- 
day through Friday from 7:30 
a.m. to 4 p.m.

Topics for Next Two Workshops 


Two separate workshops on 
Saturday, October 25 and Sun- 
day, October 26 will explore new 
ideas about Roosevelt Center 
and the historic central part of 
the city. The ideas, generated at 
the Greener Greenbelt Charrette 
in September 2007, include the 
following: 

¢ Providing for more diversity 
of uses and using a “green” ap- 
proach at Roosevelt Center; 

¢ Considering incorporating res- 
idential spaces above and around 
the center to make it more active 
throughout the day; 

¢ Providing more retail options 
such as a consignment or thrift shop 
or a hardware store. Take advan- 
tage of the slope behind the Mother 
and Child statue to create an amphi- 
theater and rain garden; and 

¢ Providing for the ecological 
health of Greenbelt Lake. 

Both workshops will run from 
1:30 to 4:30 p.m. at Greenbelt 
Baptist Church at the corner of 
Crescent and Greenhill Roads. 
The workshop on Saturday, Oc- 
tober 25, will focus on the Roos- 
evelt Center, while the workshop 
on Sunday, October 26 will focus 
on the neighborhood of Historic 
Greenbelt.

Each workshop will begin 
with a slide show which will 
demonstrate innovative ideas and 
designs. Following the Roosevelt 
Center workshop a panel will 
discuss the ideas from a vari- 
ety of perspectives: Kim Kash, 
president of the Roosevelt Center 
Merchants Association; Margaret 
McFarland, director of the Uni- 
versity of Maryland’s Real Estate 
Development Program; Celia 
Craze, director of Greenbelt’s 
Planning and Community Devel- 
opment Office; and Brian Kelly, 
professor of architecture at the 
University of Maryland, who 
facilitated the Roosevelt Center 
focus group at the charrette. 

“The panel discussion will 
help those interested in a brighter 
future for Roosevelt Center ‘get 
real’ about the challenges and 
opportunities of revitalizing the 
center,” says Jim Cohen, co-chair 
of the Greener Greenbelt Initia- 
tive. “The retail ideas and the 
design options are appealing, but 
is there a sufficient market for 
the suggested stores? What about 
financing for redevelopment? Co- 
operation of the owners? Popular 
support for adding density to the 
Center? The October 25 discus- 


sion will help us get clarity on 
what the next steps need to be.” 
Sunday’s Workshop 

The workshop on Sunday, Oc- 
tober 26, with a similar format, 
will examine the neighborhood 
of Historic Greenbelt. Following 
a slide show, leaders from lo- 
cal environmental, naturalist and 
transportation organizations will 
respond to the feasibility of the 
charrette proposals. 

The topics will include historic 
trees and forest cover, stormwater 
management, Greenbelt Lake, 
pathways and their lighting and 
enhancing transit, and bicycle and 
pedestrian options. 

“In discussing the Roosevelt 
Center and the city’s historic 
core, the Greener Greenbelt In1- 
tiative needs the perspectives 
of a wide variety of Greenbelt 
citizens,” Cohen stated. “We 
hope to find workable solutions 
that will help Greenbelt continue 
to be a model community for the 
nation.” 

The fourth and final workshop 
of this series, focusing on the 
Greater Greenbelt Region, will 
take place on Sunday, Novem- 
ber 2 from 1:30 to 4:30 p.m., at 
Greenbelt Baptist Church. 
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Minor Construction Delays 
Slow Greenbelt Road Traffic

Orange cones that mark con- 
tinuing construction at the in- 
tersection of Hanover Parkway 
and Maryland. Route 193 will 
remain until November, a State 
Highway Administration (SHA) 
official said. A few “minor 
setbacks” in the $1.7 million 
project kept crews from finish- 
ing sooner, David Buck of the 
Maryland SHA communications 
office said. 

Four sections of unfinished 
sidewalk are obstructed, in- 
cluding a dirt area pedestrians 
must walk through to cross 
Greenbelt Road, while two sec- 
tions are completely blocked 
off with metal rods sticking 
out of the ground. The entire 
project was originally due to 
be finished last summer. 

In an email to the News 
Review, Greenbelt resident 
Deborah Bustin said the delay 
has left the asphalt uneven 
and full of holes, impeding 
her daily commute. “[Driv- 
ers] have to really concentrate 
to avoid the many pits and 
holes,” Bustin wrote, “while at 
the same time trying to watch 
out for the buses [merging] 
back into main traffic after 
picking up passengers at Gre- 


enway Center.” 

Crews from Omni Excava- 
tors in Bladensburg hope to 
finish curb and gutter installa- 
tion in the next few days, then 
lay wire for a traffic signal, 
Buck said. After the electrical 
work, they will start repaving, 
which requires at least 50-de- 
gree temperatures, he said. 

“T don’t know what they’re 
doing,” said Melanie Adams, 
an employee at Wells Fargo 
Financial on Greenbelt Road, 
who called work on the project 
“sporadic.” 

Others who live and work 
near the intersection also had 
no idea why the construction 
was happening. 

An October 2007 press re- 
lease said construction was 
designed to relieve traffic 
congestion in the intersec- 
tion by adding a dual left turn 
lane from eastbound Green- 
belt Road to northbound Ha- 
nover Parkway. Other tasks 
included drawing of new pave- 
ment markings and repair of 
concrete medians, drainage 
systems and sidewalks. The 
contractor for the road work 
is Omni Excavators, Inc. of 
Washington, D.C.

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Ladybugs — Find Them, 
Photograph and Send Them

After learn- 
ing that the 
Lost Ladybug 
Project (www. 
lostladybug.org) 
is enlisting the 
public’s help to 
find disappear- 
ing ladybugs, I 
decided to add 
ladybugs to my 
inventorying of 
Greenbelt wild- 
life. I had seen 
a pale orange 
ladybug in my 
house weeks 
before knowing 
about the proj- 
ect but I didn’t 
think much 
about it. 

After learn- 
ing about the 
project, I was 
thinking about 
building a net 
to catch some 
and photograph 
them, when 
“plop,” a ladybug landed right 
next to my bathroom mirror one 
morning. 

I took a really close look this 
time, counting 15 or more black 
spots on the ladybug, noting the 
pale orange color, and a yellow 
“neck,” which I found out later 
is called a pronotum. 

I took that information to a 
link at the Lost Ladybug Project 
site and used their guide to guess 
it was an Asian lady beetle. I 
only wish I had known that the 
Asian lady beetle is the only 
ladybug with an “M” or “W” on 
its pronotum (depending on how 
you look at it). 

Mine was a good guess be- 
cause Asian lady bugs have 
a habit of trying to spend the 
winter hibernating in people’s 
homes. 

So join me in going to the 
Lost Ladybug site, making a net, 
capturing some ladybugs, photo- 
graphing them and sending their 
photographs to Cornell University 
for identification. We only have 
through the end of October before 
the ladybugs try to hide to hiber- 
nate all winter. Then in the spring 
we can once again take pictures 
of ladybugs, as well as count 
bees and disappearing lightning 
bugs as part of other citizen sci- 
ence projects, also found in links 
at www.lostladybug.org. 

The Lost Ladybug Project is 
modeled after other citizen sci- 
ence projects begun by the Na- 
tional Audubon Society, such as 
eBird, launched in 2002 by the 
Cornell Lab of Ornithology and 
the National Audubon Society. 

The projects mentioned in this 
article invite people of all ages to 
participate with or without related 
skills, education or experience. 
They are a great way to introduce 
young people to nature and sci- 
ence, as well as for the rest of 
us to stay young while helping 
the planet.

banners first became a way in 
1917 for households to indicate 
they had family members in the 
service. 

At that time, in World War I, 
Army Capt. Robert L. Queissner 
designed this symbol in honor 
of his two sons who were serv- 
ing on the front line. 

It quickly became traditional 
for a gold star to represent a 
soldier who had died serving his 
country. Theodore Roosevelt’s 
family had a banner with a gold 
star in honor of their son who 
was shot down over France in 
1918. 

The American Legion is 
rekindling the tradition of pro- 
viding banners to families in 
communities across the coun- 
try.

This comfortable restaurant 
has provided me with a place to 
feel at home, to be connected to 
others, to be creatively stimulated 
and entertained, as well as to eat 
great food and now and then en- 
joy a beer with friends. 

Often I think about how grate- 
ful I am that the Café contin- 
ues to exist and has not been 
Squeezed out by nearby imper- 
sonal and mundane chains. The 
New Deal Café is unique and 
vibrant and only possible with 
the joint efforts of many people 
doing what they are able to con- 
tribute. 

Since December 30, 1995, the 
Café has served as living room, 
dining room and family room 
for our community. We are a 
non-stock, cooperative member- 
ship corporation with over 200 
members financially supporting 
the café and taking part in annual 
meetings, committees and other 
volunteering. 

A board is elected and man- 
ages the Café. Right now our 
hardworking board members are 
Bill Wilkerson, Peter May, Terry 
Rutledge, Don Comis and Pat 
Brent. It is not only a place to 
get excellent Mediterranean food 
but also a place for the commu- 
nity to grow and deepen through 
this unique model of cooperation. 

A few of the outstanding dish- 
es served up at the Café include 
falafel, tabbouleh, shawarma, 
kabab, salmon and lamb. My fa- 
vorite is the fatayer — or cheese, 
meat or spinach pies. 

Delectable desserts such as 
chocolate mousse, caramel crunch 
cake and creme brulee satisfy the 
sweet tooth. Along with Zeke’s 
coffee and a selection of hot teas 
and cold beverages, the Café also 
serves many microbrew beers, 


both bottled and on tap, as well 
as international wines by the 
glass and bottle. 

Arts Offerings 

Among the wide variety of 
arts and entertainment at the 
New Deal are art displays that 
change monthly, wine tastings, 
cook-offs, movie nights and 
almost nightly music perfor- 
mances. One such performer is 
the famous Buck Hill, a living 
legend, who has been dazzling 
audiences for over 40 years. He 
has played his tenor saxophone 
with Dizzy Gillespie, Miles Da- 
vis, Charlie Byrd and Shirley 
Horn. Hill’s performances and 
recordings have received great 
acclaim in the New York Post 
and the Village Voice. 

Eric Brace of the Washington 
Post said of his latest record, 
“Uh Huh! Live at Montpelier,” 
that it contains “eight original 
compositions that are so melodi- 
cally complete and so structur- 
ally satisfying that I wonder if 
they might become standards 
someday.” Buck Hill performs 
monthly with the Magic Ray 
Jazz ensemble. Their next col- 
laboration will be Saturday, No- 
vember 15 at 8 p.m. Hill is just 
one of the many excellent musi- 
cians who grace the stage at the 
New Deal Cafe.

Greenbelt Credit Union 
First Co-op in New Town

There were no banking facili- 
ties when the first families moved 
into Greenbelt, so a group of 
pioneer residents put their heads 
together and decided to orga- 
nize a credit union. The charter 
for the Greenbelt Federal Credit 
Union was issued on December 
13, 1937. It became the first 
community credit union in the 
area, the first financial institution 
and one of the first two co-ops in 
Greenbelt. 

A federal credit union is a 
nonprofit, cooperative financial 
institution owned and run by its 
members. Organized to serve, 
democratically-controlled credit 
unions provide their members 
with a safe place to save and bor- 
row at reasonable rates. Members 
pool their funds to make loans to 
one another. The volunteer board 
is elected by its members and 
runs each credit union through 
its general manager. “Not for 
profit, but for service” is a credit 
union motto. 

The new organization thrived 
and steadily increased in size, 
assisted later by the Co-op store 
operations, which provided space 
without charge for the expanding 
credit union. 

During the early years, the 
credit union was considered the 
stork’s right-hand man in Green- 
belt. The Credit Committee was 
frequently called upon for emergen- 
cy meetings to provide funds for a 
new arrival, and, it was hoped, a 
new member in the future. 

Greatest Challenge 

In 1952, Greenbelt Federal 
Credit Union was faced with its 
greatest challenge. The Public 
Housing Administration, which 
was selling the Greenbelt project, 
announced that down payments 
on at least 500 of the homes must 
be made by the end of the year 
in order for the resident-formed 
corporation to buy the project. 
The majority of the required 


down payments were financed 
through the credit union. 

In 1970 the National Credit 
Union Administration was created 
to charter and supervise federal 
credit unions and the National 
Credit Union Share Insurance 
Fund (NCUSIF) also was or- 
ganized to insure credit-union 
deposits. In the independent 
credit-union spirit, the NCUSIF 
was created without tax dol- 
lars, capitalized solely by credit 
unions. 

The Greenbelt field of mem- 
bership was expanded through 
merger acquisitions including one 
with the Consumer Co-op Federal 
Credit Union. Eligibility now 1n- 
cludes all residents of Greenbelt, 
persons employed in Greenbelt, 
members of Greenbelt Consumer 
Co-op, those who worship or at- 
tend school in Greenbelt and their 
family members. 

Service Expansions 

Expansion of services accom- 
panied the expansion of mem- 
bership. Today the wide range 
of services offered by the credit 
union include Regular Share Sav- 
ings Account, Share Certificate, 
Money Market, Individual Re- 
tirement Account (IRA), Roth 
IRA, Educational IRA, and Share 
Draft Checking Account. Other 
services include online banking, 
audio-response system, VISA gift 
cards and travel cards, ATM ma- 
chine, VISA credit card and VISA 
Check Card and loans. 

The Credit Union recently 
joined the Co-op Network, a 
network of credit unions which 
allows its members access to 
surcharge-free ATMs located 
at credit unions and 7-Eleven 
stores.
